past, they have been full of dishoncs 
ty, of what in our day

"graft." As an illustration, it is sau 
that in the 
China-.lapan war, con 


tracts for cannon and other war mat 
••rials were 
given 
to manufacture; 


closely allied to government officials 
and that the most 
shamefaced dis 


honesty was practiced—for instance 
that wooden cannon were delivered 
and 
mounted 
upon 
fortifications 


while the contract 
money 
paid for 


the 
genuine 
aiticlc 
went 
to 
the 


thieves. A man like Daniel, in so im- 
portant a place as that which he oc- 
cupied as one of the three supervis- 
ors of a great Empire, was sure to be 
in the way of grafters—a hinderer of 
their schemes. Realizing that he could 
not be deposed, the ne\t step was to 
lind some fault with him which would 
secure his removal; but the man's in- 
tegrity .mil uprightness gave no hope 
in this direction. 
Finally, however, 


the scheme was concerted. 


The conspirators, high in office, ap- 


ptoacjicd the king with 
a project 


which they asured him would help to 
make .strong and united the various 
parts of his empire, it was this; the

The claim was that 
such a recognition would elevate the 
dignity of the throne in the minds of 
the people.
